Tlu*  North  Dakota  State  School  lor  the  Blind  is  operated  by  the  State 
of  North  Dakota  under  the  direction  of  tlu*  board  of  Administration  for  the 
education  of  children  who  meet  the  following  requirements: 

1.  A loss  of  vision  which  makes  it  impossible  for  the  child  to  be 
educated  in  the  public  schools. 

2.  Between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

3.  To  have  a mental  capacity  capable  of  educational  progress. 

4.  Of  good  moral  character  and  free  of  chronic  infection. 

5.  Parents  must  have  their  residence  within  the  state. 

Location:  The  school  is  located  in  Bathgate,  North  Dakota  which  is  in 

the  northeastern  corner  ol  the  state. 

Purpose  of  School:  The  purpose  of  the  school  is  to  provide  a means 

for  the  blind  children  ol  North  Dakota  to: 

1.  Secure  a good  high  school  education. 

2.  Learn  a vocation  in  order  to  be  self-supporting. 

■3.  Develop  into  well  rounded  persons  of  normal  habits. 

4.  Develop  into  individuals  with  highest  moral  character. 

Cost  of  Education:  There  is  no  cost  to  the  parents  as  the  school  is  sup- 
ported through  appropriations  from  the  state. 


Large,  dissected  relief  maps  are  only  one  type  of  special  equipment  used 
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Responsibilities  of  Parents:  Parents  or  those  responsible  for  the  children 
are  required  to: 

1.  Provide  transportation  to  and  from  the  school. 

2.  Provide  adequate  clothing  and  personal  essentials. 

Medical  Care:  The  school  furnishes  ordinary  medical  care  for  all  of  the 
children.  Parents  are  expected  to  pay  hospital  and  surgeon’s  bills  when  opera- 
tions are  necessary.  During  the  summer  months  all  children  should  be  taken 
to  a dentist  at  home  before  entering  school.  Necessary  dental  work  during 
the  school  year  is  taken  care  of  by  a dentist  in  Cavalier,  North  Dakota. 

School  Term:  A nine  months’  school  term  begins  early  in  September 
and  continues  until  the  first  of  June.  The  children  remain  at  the  school  during 
this  time  except  for  a two  weeks’  Christmas  vacation  and  short  Thanksgiving 
and  Easter  vacations.  However,  parents  are  encouraged  to  take  their  children 
home  for  weekends  and  to  visit  them  at  the  school,  as  long  as  this  does  not 
hinder  their  educational  progress. 

Teachers:  The  teachers  employed  are  specially  trained  in  the  technique 
of  teaching  the  blind  and  partially  sighted. 

Housemothers:  Housemothers  are  employed  to  supervise  the  children 

during  the  hours  when  they  are  not  in  the  classroom.  Through  this  means 
the  administration  strives  to  duplicate  as  far  as  possible  the  home  environ- 
ment. 

Visiting  and  Week-ends  at  Home:  Parents  and  others  are  cordially  in-

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vited  to  vis.t  the  school  at  any  time.  Parents  are  urged  to  visit  the  child’s 
classroom  in  order  to  become  familiar  with  and  have  a part  in  the  child’s 
education. 

Enrollment:  The  average  enrollment  is  31  pupils.  Last  school  year  33 
pupils  were  enrolled. 


EDUCATIONAL  TRAINING 

Full  educational  advantages  are  offered  from  the  kindergarten  through 
four  years  of  high  school.  The  course  of  study  is  practically  the  same  as  that 
offered  in  the  public  schools  of  North  Dakota.  We  have  both  Braille  and 
Sight  Saving  Departments.  In  the  Braille  Department  we  have  children  who 
are  totally  blind  or  whose  vision  is  too  defective  to  read  print  or  to  use  it 
safely.  Pupils  in  this  department  prepare  their  lessons  from  books  printed 
in  a raised  dot  system  called  “Braille”  which  is  read  by  the  sense  of  touch 
in  the  finger  tips. 


SIGHT  SAVING  DEPARTMENT 

Our  pupils  in  the  Sight  Seeing  Department  prepare  their  lessons  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  pupils  do  in  the  public  schools.  The  Vision  of  pupils 
in  the  Sight  Saving  Department  ranges  from  20/200  to  20/70.  Before  a pupil 
is  assigned  sight  saving  work,  it  is  necessary  to  have  the  recommendation  of 
an  ophthalmologist.  Special  equipment  is  used  in  this  work.  The  desks  are 
movable  and  adjustable  so  that  the  best  lighting  effects  can  be  obtained.  The 
writing  that  is  taught  is  not  the  usual  script  writing  taught  in  the  public 
schools;  it  is  manuscript  writing  which  is  vertical  a method.  Special  cream 
colored  writing  paper  with  heavy  green  lines  is  used,  and  the  pencils  have 
soft  black  lead.  The  board  work  is  done  on  a green  board  instead  of  a black- 
board, and  the  chalk  is  yellow  in  color.  The  textbooks  for  this  department 
are  printed  in  24  point  type,  the  size  of  the  average  one-column  newspaper 
headline.  The  pages  are  cream  colored  and  have  no  gloss.  Every  precaution 
i staken  to  remove  eye  strain  form  all  school  work.  A specially  trained  teacher 
has  charge  of  this  department. 

MUSIC 

Music  instruction  is  available  in  voice,  piano,  and  orchestral  instruments. 
This  department  is  well  equipped  and  a number  of  our  pupils  play  more  than 
one  musical  instrument.  Some  of  our  students  become  outstanding  performers 
in  the  music  field,  but  the  primary  purpose  of  the  school  is  to  develop  a sen- 
sitive and  broad  appreciation  of  music  that  will  serve  the  students  during 
their  leisure  hours  throughout  life. 

Three  times  a year  musical  programs  are  presented  to  the  public  in  our 
school  auditorium.  Several  times  a year  our  pupils  furnish  talent  for  musical 
programs  requested  by  civic  and  social  organizations  in  neighboring  towns. 

VOCATIONAL  TRAINING 

Vocational  training  includes  a course  in  piano  tuning  which  is  a profitable 
trade  for  blind  boys.  This  trade  has  enabled  a number  of  our  graduates  to 
become  self-supporting. 
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Our  Boys  Learn  Piano  Tuning  and  Repairing 


A Full  Course  in  Rug  Weaving  Is  Offered 
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We  have  an  excellent  rug  weaving  department.  All  of  our  boys  are  given 
a course  in  rug  weaving.  This  knowledge  enables  a number  of  them  to  sup- 
plement their  incomes.  There  is  a big  demand  for  the  type  of  rugs  that  they 
weave. 

Our  girls  are  taught  crocheting,  knitting,  basketry,  and  homemaking. 
The  aim  of  the  homemaking  department  is  to  give  every  girl  training  in  all 
phases  of  homemaking.  The  girls  are  taught  washing,  ironing,  mending,  and 
sewing.  They  thoroughly  enjoy  homemaking  courses. 

TYPEWRITING 

All  the  pupils  are  taught  typewriting.  This  subject  is  introduced  in  the 
fifth  grade  which  is  much  earlier  than  in  the  public  school  curriculum.  The 
pupils  use  the  typewriter  to  communicate  with  their  friends  as  well  as  for 
written  school  lessons.  Some  of  our  graduates  are  trained  dictaphone  opera- 
tors and  have  good  positions  in  our  state. 

HEALTH 

The  general  health  of  the  pupils  during  the  biennium  has  been  satisfac- 
tory. Nutr  t on  is  recognized  as  a vital  factor  in  growing  children  and  menus 
are  planned  to  give  a sufficient  quantity  of  food  and  the  essential  elements 
needed  for  bodily  growth  and  protection  against  disease. 

Our  school  doctor  visits  our  school  once  a week.  If  necessary,  he  calls 
more  often.  Quite  frequently  during  the  school  year,  pupils  need  the  atten- 
tion of  specialists.  Whenever  this  is  necessary,  the  pupils  are  taken  to  Grand 
Forks.  North  Dakota  where  competent  specialists  are  available.

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SPORTS  AND  RECREATION 

Healthful  outdoor  sports  and  exercise  are  encouraged.  The  school  grounds 
are  large  and  well  equipped  w ith  slides,  swings,  and  other  playground  equip- 
ment. Our  pupils  enjoy  many  of  the  outdoor  games  and  sports  that  seeing 
children  enjoy.  Hikes  are  taken  daily  at  4 p.m.  under  the  direction  of  the 
teachers. 

Each  winter  we  have  a large  outdoor  skating  rink  and  warming  house. 
Ice  skating  is  the  students'  most  popular  sport.  The  pupils  help  maintain 
the  rink  under  the  supervision  of  the  superintendent.  The  superintendent 
and  teachers  give  the  pupils  instruction  in  skating.  When  the  weather  is 
favorable  the  pupils  skate  about  one  and  one-half  hours  each  evening. 

Many  picnics  are  held  during  the  school  year.  We  have  an  attractive 
fireplace  on  the  campus  where  many  of  the  picnic  meals  are  prepared  and 
served  Several  times  during  the  school  year  the  pupils  are  taken  in  our 
school  bus  and  station  wagon  to  places'  of  interest  tor  a day’s  outing.  The 
v isits  to  Winnipeg,  Manitoba  arc  especially  enjoyed. 

Parties  are  held  frequently  and  special  parties  are  given  at  Halloween. 
Christmas  and  other  holidays.  Dancing  parties  arc  very  popular.  The  pupils 
provide  their  own  dance  music. 

Some  of  the  older  pupils  are  members  of  young  people’s  societies  in  our 
local  churches  where  they  take  an  active  part  in  the  activities  of  the  organiza- 
tion. Many  of  our  pupils  sing  in  church  choirs  and  prepare  special  numbers 
for  church  services. 


Our  Cirl  Scout  Troop 
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SCOUTING 

Our  Girl  Scout  Troop  is  very  active  on  the  campus.  The  purpose  of  this 
organization  is  to  create  a means  of  wholesome,  recreational,  educational, 
and  social  activity.  There  is  a meeting  every  week  which  may  be  a general 
meeting,  a study  group,  a party,  or  a picnic. 

A number  of  the  Girl  Scout  activities  have  been  remunerative.  For  the 
past  several  years  the  girls  have  made  hand  lotion  to  sell.  There  is  a demand 
for  this  product  as  well  as  their  crocheted  napkin  holders.  They  sponsor 
candy  and  popcorn  sales.  The  proceeds  from  the  various  activities  have  been 
used  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  annual  outing  and  for  donations  to  the  Red 
Cross  and  other  worthy  organizations. 

Last  year  the  girls  studied  dramatics  and  presented  the  play  AUNT 
SARAH  to  the  general  public. 

Each  spring  a special  outing  is  planned.  In  1953  the  leaders  took  the 
Girl  Scouts  on  a state  tour  and  visited  the  state  capitol  and  a number  of  the 
state  institutions. 

Last  February  the  girls  had  the  opportunity  to  see  the  Ice  Cycles  in 
Winnipeg.  In  May  the  leaders  made  arrangements  for  the  girls  to  spend  two 
days  camping  near  Devils  Lake,  North  Dakota  with  a group  of  sighted  Girl 
Scouts  from  the  northeastern  section  of  North  Dakota.  This  was  a wanderful 
experience  for  the  girls  and  they  took  an  active  part  in  the  camping  activities 
and  provided  some  of  the  entertainment  on  the  program. 

BOYS’  CLUB 

The  Beavers,  a boys’  club,  was  organized  by  Miss  Ada  E.  Mark,  a 
teacher,  in  the  fall  of  1947.  The  club  places  emphasis  on  three  major  aims: 
social  development,  wise  use  of  leisure  time,  and  citizenship.  The  club  takes 
a keen  interest  in  work  being  done  for  crippled  children  and  takes  an  active 
part  in  collecting  funds  for  the  work.  The  boys  always  have  charge  of  the 
March  of  Dimes  collection  here  at  the  school.  Each  year  the  club  sends  a 
gift  to  the  children  at  the  Crippled  Children’s  School  in  Jamestown,  North 
Dakota. 

Last  Christmas  the  boys  sent  gifts  to  several  of  the  boys  and  girls  at  the 
Grafton  State  School. 

Each  spring  the  club  sponsors  a successful  school  carnival.  The  money 
that  the  club  makes  is  used  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  annual  trip  and 
for  contributions  to  the  Crippled  Children’s  School,  the  Red  Cross,  and  other 
worthy  organizations. 

In  the  spring  of  1953  the  boys  and  leaders  visited  the  state  capitol  and 
a number  of  state  institutions. 

May  27,  1954  the  Beavers  and  leaders  were  guests  of  the  Canadian 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba.  An  interesting  day 
was  arranged  which  included  a visit  of  Radio  Station  CBW,  luncheon  at 
the  Candian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  and  a visit  at  the  Transcontinental 
Canadian  Airport.  At  the  airport,  the  boys  were  conducted  through  the  plant 
where  they  had  the  opportunity  of  a first-hand  examination  of  aircraft  pro- 
pellers and  parts,  and  at  the  same  time,  heard  an  educational  talk  on  aviation 
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generally,  navigation,  and  other  related  subjects.  They  were  escorted  on 
board  an  aircraft.  We  find  that  our  pupils  derive  a great  deal  of  benefit 
from  a trip  such  as  this  planned  by  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind. 


The  Music  Club  meets  once  a week  and  its  aim  is  to  stimulate  .the 
pupils'  interest  in  music.  The  group  studies  harmony,  history  of  music,  and 
the  lives  of  outstanding  composers.  The  club  is  under  the  direction  of  our 
music  teacher. 

The  club  sponsors  candy  sales,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  used  to  pay 
the  expenses  for  trips  to  concerts. 


Last  February  the  club  went  to  Winnipeg  as  guests  of  a theater  to  see 
the  GLENN  MILLER  STORY. 


Our  school  has  a braille  circulating  library  which  provides  a wide 
range  ot  reading  material  for  the  blind  in  North  Dakota.  The  books  are 
sent  out  to  blind  borrowers  in  the  state  as  “Free  Reading  Matter  for  the 
Blind,  free  of  charge.  We  also  have  a braille  library  containing  textbooks 
for  classroom  purposes. 


Many  of  our  graduates  attend  schools  of  higher  learning  to  prepare 
themselves  for  suitable  employment.  Financial  assistance  is  available  for  this 
purpose.  The  assistance  is  secured  from  the  North  Dakota  Rehabilitation 
Service.  Such  assistance  includes  travel  expenses  to  and  from  the  college 
or  place  of  learning,  books,  tuition,  and  the  cost  of  having  a reader.  The 
cost  of  board  and  room  for  the  student  while  at  college  is  usually  secured 
through  the  W elfare  Board  of  the  county  of  which  the  student  is  a resident. 

The  school  is  very  proud  of  the  accomplishments  of  its  alumni.  Former 
pupils  of  this  school  are  engaged  in  a great  variety  of  endeavors.

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The  school  is  particularly  proud  of  the  large  number  of  former  pupils 
who  have  graduated  from  universities  and  other  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
This  pride  is  thoroughly  justified  when  it  is  considered  that  almost  all  of  these 
college  graduates  are  engaged  in  remunerative  employment  which  renders  them 
self-supporting,  and  that  the  type  of  employment  is  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
had  the  opportunity  to  continue  their  education  after  graduation  from  our  high 
school.  The  record  is  also  good  regarding  those  who  have  not  attended  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning. 

THE  TALKING  BOOK  MACHINE 

The  North  Dakota  School  for  the  Blind  is  the  lending  agency  of  talking 
book  machines  for  the  adult  blind  of  this  state.  Any  adult  blind  resident  may 
secure  one  of  these  machines  by  making  application  through  the  superintendent 
of  the  school.  These  machines  are  not  given  outright  to  applicants,  but  are 
loaned  for  an  indefinite  period  under  certain  restrictions  and  regulations. 

SPECIAL  CONCESSIONS  AVAILABLE  TO  THE  BLIND 

There  is  a special  deduction  for  the  blind  in  the  Federal  Income  Tax  Law. 
A blind  taxpayer,  in  reporting  his  income,  is  permitted  to  take  a personal  deduc- 
tion of  $600.00  in  addition  to  other  deductions  authorized  by  law.  The  change 
in  the  law  was  made  in  recognition  of  the  fact  that  a blind  person  has  certain 
expenses  growing  out  of  blindness  which  seeing  taxpayers  do  not  have  to  meet. 

Special  travel  concessions  are  also  available  to  the  blind.  A privilege  is 
granted  by  certain  railroads  and  bus  lines  whereby  a blind  person  can  take  a 
seeing  attendant  with  him  for  the  cost  of  one  regular  fare.  The  blind  person 
should  address  his  request  to  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind,  15  West 
16th  Street,  New  York  City.  More  information  with  regard  to  this  reduced 
rate  concession  may  be  secured  from  the  superintendent  of  this  school. 

SPECIAL  ENTERTAINMENTS  DURING  BIENNIUM 

The  students  at  our  school  are  away  from  honle  for  nine  months.  During 
this  time  the  school  tries  to  maintain  all  of  the  activities  which  normally  would 
be  carried  on  at  home.  This  means  that  the  social  and  cultural  life  of  the 
children  must  receive  attention.  An  effort  is  made  during  the  year  to  give  a 
variety  of  outside  entertainment  in  addition  to  our  school  parties  and  programs. 

During  the  past  biennium  the  University  Madrigal  Club  came  here  twice 
to  present  concerts  for  our  pupils.  Phillip  Cory  and  Professor  Hywel  C.  Row- 
land presented  a concert  and  a group  from  the  Baptist  Seminary  in  Bemidji, 
Minnesota,  gave  a lovely  Easter  program  in  our  auditorium. 

Professor  Hywel  C.  Rowland  and  his  wife  came  here  one  evening  to  tell 
all  about  their  trip  to  England.  This  was  fascinating  and  educational. 

The  past  two  years  our  older  students  had  the  privilege  to  attend  the 
Artists  Series  in  Grafton,  North  Dakota.  They  attended  eight  outstanding  con- 
certs. A group  consisting  of  25  pupils  and  teachers  was  transported  in  our 
school  bus. 

The  management  of  the  Strand  Theater  in  Grafton,  N.  Dak.,  invited  our 
pupils  and  faculty  to  see  the  movie  KISS  ME  KATE.  This  was  much  enjoyed. 
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Many  times  during  the  school  year  the  pupils  and  teachers  are  taken  in  our 
school  bus  to  neighboring  towns  on  pleasure  trips. 

LIONS  CLUB  CHRISTMAS  PARTY 

Each  year  the  Grand  Forks  Lions  Club  royally  entertains  our  pupils  and 
staff  at  a Christmas  party  in  Grand  Forks,  North  Dakota.  The  Lions  Club 
always  plans  a day  full  of  interesting  activities.  All  of  us  here  at  the  school 
sincerely  appreciate  the  keen  interest  the  Grand  Forks  Lions  Club  has  in  our 
pupils.  The  Lions  Club  Christmas  party  is  the  highlight  of  the  school  year. 

IMPROVEMENTS  AND  REPAIRS 

Several  improvements  were  made  during  the  past  biennium. 

During  the  summer  of  1953  we  completely  remodeled  our  pupils’  dining 
room.  YVe  installed  acoustical  tile  in  the  ceiling  and  laid  new  inlaid  linoleum. 
We  purchased  48  new  dining  room  chairs  and  9 new'  tables,  33”x72”,  with 
yellow  formica  tops.  This  was  a much  needed  improvement. 

Yard  lights  were  installed  in  1953.  During  the  same  year  new  Simmons 
bedroom  furniture  was  purchased  for  the  teachers’  rooms. 

Six  new  school  desks,  3 new  typewriters,  a number  of  Braille  and  Sight 
Saving  books,  and  other  needed  equipment  was  purchased  for  school  purposes. 

During  the  summer  of  1953  we  painted  the  window  frames  and  casings, 
strom  windows,  screens  and  doors  in  the  main  building  and  power  house. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1 recommend  that  the  increases  asked  for  in  the  proposed  budget  for  the 
1955-1957  biennium  be  granted  in  order  that  we  may  maintain  the  same  high 
standard  of  service  to  the  young  blind  of  North  Dakota. 

CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion  of  this  report  I desire  to  acknowledge  the  sincere  efforts  on 
the  part  of  all  officials  of  our  state  government  who  have  consistently  provided 
so  well  for  the  material  comforts  of  our  pupils. 

The  continued  growth  and  improvement  in  the  educational  and  social 
program  that  we  offer  our  pupils  is  possible  because  of  the  fine  cooperation  of 
our  whole  staff  who  have  the  best  interests  and  understanding  of  our  pupils 
uppermost  in  their  thinking  at  all  times. 

To  you,  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Administration,  goes  my  deep  appre- 
ciation of  your  enthusiastic  and  loyal  support.  Without  your  wise  counsel  and 
your  willingness  to  share  responsibilities,  the  accomplishments  of  the  biennium 
would  not  have  been  possible.
